The Mean, .hip War. 

Sax Francisco, July 30.— Tho outcome 
of the war between the Canadian Pacifio 
Railroad company and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company is awaited with inter- 
est. The steamer China, which is owned 
by tlio latter company, will sail to-morrow 
for Hongkong and Yokohama, and will 
touch at Victoria, as she has freight and 
passengers for that port. All the China 
line steomers will touch there until further 
notice, and the Canadian Pacific will square 
accounts by having its steamers come here. 
Tho Bteamer Abyssinia, owned by the 
Canadian Pacific, sailed from Hongkong on 
the 'Jlith inst., and after touching at Van- 
couver, II. C, will come here. The com 
pany will have six steamers on the line, 
making Vancouver the first port of arrival 
and last of departure. All the steamers 
will dock here as long as the war 
lasts. Tho war between the companies' will 
result in the reduction of freight and pas- 
senger rates, and it is not yet known just 
how far the rate cutting will lie carried. 
The probability iH that the rates will be 
lowered until it will almost be unprofitable 
for either company to carry on business, and 
then the usual result of such a war will fol- 
low. There will be a compromise, the corn- 
panics will adjust their ditierenues, and then 
tho business will go on just the same as be- 
fore, the war. 



NEWS FllOU ALASKA. 

By the steamship Queen advices were 
brought that Lieut, li. E, Copntz and a 
squad of marines left Sitka mi the 12th to 
quell a disturbance that had arisen on Sitka 
bay, Peril Straits, between white men and 
Indians- over fishing matters. The Indians 
claimed the exclusive right to fish in the 
bay, which is five or six miles long. The In- 
dians were arrested and brought to Sitka. 

Three Indians were drowned near Sitka 
about July 1 while out seal hunting in 
canoes. 

The cutter Bear left Ounalaska on June 
IS for a cruise in the adjacent waters, with 
the intention of not permitting any trilling 
from any hunters of fur seals whi:h she may 
ncounter.

They accom- 
plished their climb in seven hours from their 
camp, but were much slower in regaining 
their starting point. They declare that the 
government estimate of the highest of the 
Rooky Mountain is too small by 50 or 00 
feet, but that they withhold all d.ua and 
photographs obtained on the trip for reports 
to the Dominion Government and to their 
club journal at home. They will start to- 
day to attempt the ascent of a high peak of 
the Hermit range.

Tlie Sensational Divorce Case in Lon- 
don Ends in LadyvDunlo's 
Vindication. 



he Situation in Buenos Ayrcs— Pre- 
sident Cclnian Will Probably 
he Forced to Resign. 



The Dunlo Divorce t'nso, 
London, July 30. — The sensational Dunlo 
divorce case ended to-day in the manner 
which most people during the last part of 
the trial have expected. The court ordered 
that Viscount Dunlo pay all the costs of the 
action. Viscount Dunlo had so utterly failed 
to make out his case that it was generally 
admitted be would lie obliged to remain 
united to his fair but unwelcome bride, un- 
less the eloquence and persuasive logic of 
Sir Charles Russell should prove- potent to 
makci up for the weakness of the evidence. 
l!ut though Sir Charles' .summing up was a 
masterpiece in its way, it was insufficient to 
overcome in the minds of the jury the effect 
of the cold but powerful array ot facts in ap- 
position to the Viscount's claim presented by 
Lady Duulo's counsel. Justice Han nan's ad- 
dress to the jury was somewhat of n surprise 
on account of the lather unusual leniency 
with which the defendant's indiscre- 
tions were treated, and also because of the 
severity with which the court animadverted 
upon Viscount Duulo's course. The charge 
is i whole wai so distinctly favorable to 
Lady Dunlo that it amounted almost loan 
instruction for a verdict in her favor, 
though it is doubtful if the result was in 
any way altered thereby. The court 
emphasized the dangers attending 
the life of an actress, and pointed 
out that members of the profession 
could baldly fail to acquire less strict no- 
tions as to what constituted proper be- 
haviour tliun were expected of women in 
ordinary walks of life. Conduct which on 
the part of the latter would be proof posi 
tive of loose morals, might among the for- 
mer be nothing more heinous than uncoil- 
ventionality. His honor dwelt with marked 
disapproval upon Lord Duulo's desertion of 
his wife. His proper course wus either to 
live with and support her or obtain a di- 
vorce for causes existing at the time of sep- 
aration. On the contrary, he practically 
forced her to maintain herself amid all 
forms of temptation, and set spies upon bet- 
in the evident hope of her having been led 
info wrong doing. The court also al- 
luded to the apparent fact thut 
Duulo's father, Lord Clancarty, seemed 
to have instigated the suit, and that 
the trouble between the young couple would 
probably have been avoided if they had 
been left to thetr.Selvei. Lady Dunlo, who, 
during the trial, hail always left the court 
through a rear exit in order to avoid the 
crowd, went out by the main entrance after 
the conclusion of the ease to-day. She re- 
ceived iv genuine ovation from the throng, 
which .seemed quite elated over her vindi- 
cation. It is stated that she proposes to 
follow up her vi tory fully and require the 
Viscount to maintain her and, if she can 
manage it, to live wjfh her. 
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Davis, of Minnesota, who has I 
senMng'the interests of St, Paul in the census 
controversy, was again at the census office 
to day and had a con'ereuce with Supt. 
Porter. lie did not succeed in inducing

BACK FltOM THE KOOl KNAY. 

BeturanfMr. Julian Kalph, After a Delight' 
f'ul Bxcurtlon. 

Mr. Julian Ralph, of Harper's Weekly 
and Monthly, has just returned from tbu 
Kootenay country, his associate, Mr. V. 
llcmiugton, and wife having gone east. Ho 
found the trip through Arrow Lake to 
Sprout's Landing, most exquisite. Tho 
steamer Lytton was in every wuv complete 
and swift, while the scenery was grand. 
The sunset effects all the way were beauti- 
ful, and the sight of deer and bear swim- 
ming across the lake gave ample evidence of 
the forest primeval. There was no habiU- 
tion in u distance of 145 miles, save 
where ^ wood was cut for the boat. At 
Sprout's it was possible to see from the bar- 
room into all the twenty rooms of the hotel, 
owing to its airy construction. He had 
ridden a considerable distance along a trail 
to one of the construction camps of the rail- 
way, which will be completed ahead of 
time. There are a locomotive and several 
flat ears on the line, and evident progress is 
being made, particularly on Mr. Reefer's 
contract. The Kootenay Falls are not only 
extravagantly beautiful, hut, in case of a 
strong mining impulse being experienced, 
are capable of supplying more power than 
the falls at Minneapolis or .Spokane. They 
are almost as magnificent us those of 
Niagara. The sight of the angry river, 
•said Mr. Ralph, almost makes one doubt 
the efficacyof Mr. Baillie-Grohnmn's scheme, 
with all the power of the lake and the sevi n 
tributary rivers.

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AFFAIRS AT WELLINGTON, 



Facts About tho Strike Gathered 
by tho "Colonist's" Special 
Representative. 



Dissatisfaction Over the Situation- 
How It Is Regarded by Some 
of tho Miners. 



During his stay at Wellington The 
Colonist representative visited the dif- 
ferent shafts owned by the Messrs. Duns- 
muir and worked by them until 
the time of the striko. It was manifest 
from the manner in which the overmen 
Answered questions that there was nothing 
viiicii it wns desired to conceal. The 
machinery and appliances above ground 
wore exhibited and explained to him, 
after which he took a turn round tho 
other pits. He was sufficiently eurious to 
look through the open duoia of a number 
of the cottages and failed to discover that 
there was any ground for the strictures 
passed upon the "huts "and "hovels "in 
which it bus been assorted that the em- 
ployees have been compelled to herd. 
The houses were, as a rule, clean and 
comfortable, their occupants being of a 
superior class with none of those uninvit- 
ing and unattractive characteristics which 
belong to some old world miners. The 
rooms generally were clean an I comforta- 
ble, in some ot them there being in ad i- 
tion to the ordinary appointments, evi- 
dences of taste in furnishing and orna- 
mentation. Most of the dwellings which 
■were or had recently been occupied wero 
in good repair, the rents paid for them 
running from $3 to §(3 pur month. In 
Victoria they would have brought three 
times as much. It is very true that there 
were some tumble-down shanties— the 
wrecks and ruins of what, at their best, 
must have been of tho most flimsy con- 
struction. Most of them showed 

NO TRACES OF RBCBNT OCCUPATION, 

and, on inquiry, it was learned that they 
were relics of the days when Chinamen 
wore employed down below, such of them 
as contained people being the "homes" 
of such members of that race as siiil 
haunted the locality and existed by wash- 
ing and the performance of odd jobs 
nraong the miners and their families, or 
at the mouth of the pits. Some of these 
people, as bey hung about their doors, 
bitterly complained that " bin: no workee 
nt the pits,'' and consoled themselves by 
pulling at what, in Irish parlance, is 
frequently called a "dhudeen." These 
Chinamen and their surroundings were, 
in all conscience, miserable enough, but 
t hey are not parties to the existing " on- 
pleasantness," so that their condition has 
nothing to do with tho strike. Mure- 
over they don't belong to the Miners and 
Mine Laborers' Association, which has 
not taken up the cudgels for them, but, 
on the contrary, is believed to be only 
too anxious to becudgel them. Mules

" tho Grenadier Guards had mutinied ! " 
It, turned out to bo false — no n vol fea- 
ture in sensational news — but the lie flew 
all over the world ; and it will stick, tu 
be sure, where there are congenial stick- 
ing-places. And then— unhappily, as we 
think — the government had a line regi- 
ment ordered up to London — at, if not 
the w rst possible time, at least at an Ull 
fortunate moment. One com, a y of the 
Second battalion of Grenadiers did mis- 
behave, and grievances were alleged as 
excuses for tho misconduct, There ho* 
been a regimental enquiry, and Gene at 
Clark, Colonel Stracey md Colonel Wd 
son have examined witnesses as a special 
court of enquiry, and will no doubt lay 
grounds for proper action before tin 
Commander-in-chief. Meantime, it has 
been ascertained that tho whole of the 
battalion turned out in proper order a 
few minutes after the temporary fit of dis- 
order and disobedience was over. The of- 
fence was grave, but it was not general. As 
to the charges of over- work, over-drill, un- 
necessary nagging, and the like, it will 
be time enough to say a word or two 
when the facts are clearly ascertained, 
It is about 200 years since the B igade of 
Guards was formed, and the incident in 
the 2nd Battalion of Grenadiers —a model 
battalion — is, wo believe, without prece- 
dent in its hist' ry.

If is fortunately of rare occurrence for 
a British regiment to get. i tit of hand to 
stub an extent as to create a scandal. 
The las case was that, of a cavalry regi- 
ment at the Curragh about 14 years ago, 
when the men marched out of camp "en 
masso " on account of some disatisfaction. 
On that occasion the adjutant, wdio now 
commands the corps, rode out. and 
brought the men back without any sori- 
ous disturbance. Thirty yeara ago a 
newly raised line battalion camo to blows 
at Cliristmas-timo with a militia regiment 
occupying the same quarters at, Alderahot, 
and was sent oil to Mauritius as a punish- 
ment. It, speaks well for the British 
army that such grave breaches of discip- 
line are of rare occurrence.

President Harrison's Proclamation Declaring 
Bullring's Sea Closed— Cant. Wiiiant'a 
Opinion of the Matter. 

To tub Enrroit : — Is tho Behring 
sea a closed sea ? Tho Prosidont of 
tho United States so declares it by pro- 
clamation and, yet over twenty-five 
British Columbia vessels will enter tho 
sea the present season for the purpose of 
taking seals. 

Is this not becoming a farce and how 
long is this to be continued ? It is be- 
coming each day more apparent that our 
government has taken a position that it 
cannot maintain, and thoro can hardly 
be a reasonable doubt that in the end wo 
will bo compelled to back down and pro- 
bably have a handsome bill to pay for our 
folly. There is no hotter eviduueo of the 
weakness, of our position than the 
vacillating course our govcrnuiont has 
pursued. 

First we seized the British vessels then 
when an inquiry was made by the 
English government an order was issued 
by " Secretary Bayard " for their role ise, 
and the manner this order was trilled 
with makes our government appear ridi- 
culous. The tin horitios at Sitka refused 
to comply with tho order and when 
lawyer (■ ow judr/e) Drake of Victoria 
w cut there and demanded to know tho 
reason why .Indue Dswsou and I he 1'. S. 
Marshall denied having received such an 
order, ho then demanded the court 
journal ami an exam nation soon found 
the order properly entered, Judge 
Dawson was paralyzed but the Marshal 
wlio-<o assurance was of a higher order 
immediately spoke up and stated that, 
they would acknowledge having received 
such an order, but thought it might be a 
forgery, so bad refus d to act upon it. 

Be this as it may, the owners of tho 
vessels were deprived of the use and 
possession of them for about two and a 
half years, by which time they had bo 
C'jmo Worthless, and they refused io re- 
ceive them. 

The grea'er outrage, however, con- 
sisted in the treatment . f the crews of 
the captured vessels; they were turned 
adrift in Sitka without money and no 
means of getting away, and when some 
of them appealed to Judge Dawson an I 
asked him how they were to got to their 
homes, he replied that he did not know 
or did not care, but that there was 
plenty of lumber in the country and 
they could build rafts if they chose. 

Some of the lnd ans started in their 
canoes on a voyage of 500 or (100 miles 
without provisions, (rusting to Bud food 
as they went along, and finally reached 
their homos— how much suffering and 
hardships they indured may be ima/ined. 
It prisoners, taken in battle with arms 
in their hands fighting against tho gov- 
ernment, bad been treated in this man- 
ner, a cry of shame would have come up 
from every part of the land against ir. 

But the question comes up, what is all 
this business about ? Why is all this bad 
feeling being engendered between ho wo 
governments I The only answer you can 
havo is : "The seals must be protectoo 
or hey will bo destroyed." 

Well, would the destruction or extermin- 
ation of the seals be such a great calamity 
as some would inaku it appear ? They are 
n ithing but a luxury at best. Then why 
should they be especially protected any 
oioi e than the salmon tha' swim to our 
streams, or the whales in h t uti » "r he 
bu Haloes that onco covered our pl.uiiB ! 

On the contrary, there are good reasons 
why they sb uld be destroyed. They are 
not an article of food, and they are very 
lestructive of fish, which are an article m 
food. The lowest estimate made by ex 
perts is that each seal consumes about ten 
pounds of fish daily, and according to 
Professor Elliott, who claims to havo 
counted them, there are about six mil 
lions that visit the "'Prihylnff Islands" 
every year, these would destroy sixty 
million pounds of fish daily, o ten times 
moio than wi uld be required to supply 
all the people of the United States. The 
question might be asked, which is the 
more essential to human life, food or so il 
skins ? 

Hut, if protection is absolutely neces- 
lary, why not protect them in their 
rookery, their breeding place, the "Priby- 
loli islands" and not allow any to be 
killed there ? This would be protection to 
a purpose, but instead of this the ijovern- 
mont for the p st twenty years has been 
leasing the right to a corporation to kill 
" one hu dred thousand annually ; " and 
this is called protection while the litth 
vessels that hunt them in lot open 
sea and kill one quar or hat 
amount arc sail to he ru hlessly de- 
stroying them ! It is a fuel well 
known to many that the Alaska Connut-r- 
eial company have at certain times, when 
the did not want so many skins, sent 
men over to the Copper and Belli ing is- 
lands and killed them by thousands, and 
let, them ho where the stench from then- 
dead carcases would prevent, other seals 
from landing ; and the captains of some 
the schooners landed men ami cleared a 
lot. of them off. Hut the British govern- 
ment would probably agree to some plan 
of protection if il should be made to bear 
alike on all, to prevent seals from being 
hi led at certain seasons, or i i certain lo- 
calities, but iot, to give a privilege to 
some wealthy corporation to kill and de- 
stroy by thousa ds, and to make millions 
f dollars profit wh'le the hardy and in- 
dustrious hunter and sailor are not al- 
lowed to hunt them for a bare livelihood.

NOTES ON LILLOOET. 



its Natural Advantages as a Grazing, 
Agricultural and Mining 
Country. 



The Thousands of Wild Jlorsos Roam- 
ing- Over the Country Becom- 
ing a Pest— Mining 1 Matters. 



As ;\ grazing country, as an agricultural 
country, or as a mining country, Lillooet 
has a great future in store. The full ex- 
tent of its fenile plains and valleys, and 
the total of its wealth in minerals for 
which search has never been made.cannot 
even be guessed at. Millions of dollars 
itwait tiio hardy settlers of that district, 
who will avail themselves of and develop 
its natural resources. 

Few are possessed of more thorough or 
varied information in regard to Lillooet 
than Mr. A. W. Smith, M.P.P., who is 
now enjoying a holiday in this city. He 
was one of the earliest settlers in the dis- 
tri •' and has made money there. Mis 
"I ..ingnf dust" here on Tuesday ara- 
oun oj to just about six ihousand dollars. 
Before returning to the upper country he 
will interview thu Government in regard 
to much needed roads and other public 
works required in the big district which 
he represents. 

Being particularly well favored by na- 
ture as a cattle country, Lillooet with its 
thousands of acres of bunch grass, its 
never failing rains, and its freedom fn m 
extreme severity of winter weather, must 
eventually become famous for its stock 
raising. Those who are now engaged in 
this industry are becoming rich with en- 
viable rapidity. Mr. Hartman, who has 
been growing cattle there for the past 
nine or ten yens, has never cultivated 
half an acre of feed, depending wholly 
upon the bunch grass to support his herd, 
now numbering over three hundred, win- 
ter as well as summer. The result is that 
he has only lost tw lvc head, the majority 
by accidents, and none by bad weather or 
sea city of food. The facilities for raising 
beef for the Provincial markets in Lil- 
looet are, Mr. Smith says, ho good, that 
if enterpiising, go-ahead men would em- 
bark in thu business they could soon take 
the greater pare, if not all, of the trade 

from San Francisco and Oreg which 

now send large consignments of cattle 
into Victoria, Vancouvv and New West- 
minster. 

Horse raising has never been turned to 
account, alth ugh it could be made to pay 
good returns with even less outlay and 
labor than cattle farming. At present 
horses are a curse rather than a blessing 
to tho district. There are thousands of 
them, from o iginally good stuck, now 
running wild, eating the feed that could 
otherwise be utilized, and spoiling every 
good horse turned out to graze. Between 
Lake La Ffnche and ihe Frasor the herds 
of wild horses now number thousands, and 
there at e more on the other side of the 
river, as well as in Nicola and the Chilco- 
tiu country. I 1 ; kills a good horse to catch 
one of these fleet desert dwellers, and so 
they are left alone, to increase anil mul- 
tiply and become each year a greater nui- 
sance than tho year before. The nominal 
owners of the will horses of LiUooel 
would ; i'll any of them for a song, but 
buyers lind that there is no fun in pur- 
chasing an animal that is about as easy to 
catch or identify as an energetic cyclone. 
Residents of the district overrun by the 
wild horse bands attinn that they are be- 
coming so Borious a pest that the Govern- 
ment must soon be called upon to devise 
■ some plan for their extermination, 

Sheep raising, for which Lillooet is woll 
adapted, has as yet interested none of 
the capitalists there, although it could be 
irade to yield quick returns. Those who 
keep large stock cannot grow slice]) to 
advantage, and to m ike thu latter pay it 
would probably be necessary to fen e in 
pasturage. In addition to the la go areas 
of (grazing land thoroughly explored and 
surveyed in Lillooet, there is an im- 
mense district called vaguely " tho Ohil- 
ootin country, "lying to the north-west the 
topography and value of which little is 
known. Government explorations there 
in were provided for in tho estimates last 
session, and are now being carried out 
lb is thought that tho greater portion of 
this unknown land is A 1 grazing country. 
It is easily accessible, and wHl offer great 
advan ages to intending settlers. It is 
rather too high for wheat growing, hut 
bata and barley would thrive in any part 
of it, while any number of cat lo could 
Bubsist on tho bunch grasa at all seasons 
of the your. 

Mining mattora in tho district repre- 
sented by Mr. Smith aro active The 
Lillooet Hydraulic Mining Co., which 



started work last year near the bridge and 
about one mile above the town, have now 
ten white men at, work, and are taking 
out coarse gold in considerable quantity. 
The m n receive §2.50 per day. The 
company which started work back of the 
t'.'Wll is also milking money, with good 
prospects ahead. Their receipts are in a 
splendij quality of coarse gold, averaging 
SO or £7 to the man. Then work is done 
by sluicing, as there is not enough water 
obtainable for hydraulic mining. Below 
Lillooet, the Deadwood Company, organ- 
ized last fall, is paying well. Mr. Whit- 
tier, the owner, feels very hopeful of tho 
future of the mine. Another company, 
Andrew Lawson & Co., have applied for 
a lease of he Hat known us Paraouville. 
Near here the Chinese have been at work 
for the past sixteen years, and huvo ex- 
pended §15,000 in b inging water in to 
their claim. Their ditch is ten miles 
long, and receives 300 inches of water at 
its source, delivering i nly about one hun- 
dred. The Lawson Company prop so to 
bring their water from Cay use Cr> ek by 
an aqueduct or pipe across the Fraser, 
tapping Cayuse Creek above the f lis. 
Whichever plan is adopted, .sl'0,000 will 
be a low estimate of the cost to carry it 
out, as t 1 "" water must be brought, live 
miles. T enterprise of the last company 
named I , irred tho Chinese in o act- 
ivity, and they also contemplate im- 
pr veinents on their property. Un- 
like their countrymen in other parts 
of British Columbia, the Chinese of 
Lillooet spend all they make, rivalling 
the white miners in their disregard of the 
morrow, and fully equalling them in in- 
dustry. The Vancouver Enterprise Co. 
on Cayuse Creek are running a tunnel in 
to strike pay, trying to tap the basin 
above the falls, where thousands, it is 
expected, will be found. The tunnel is 
already 200 feet in, and -100 feet more 
have to be run. On Bridge river profit- 
able mining is being done. There the 
company who last fall commenced the 
construction of a dam to turn the main 
river, are again at work. On Cayuse 
Creek, Marshall it Williams have greater 
confidence than ever in their quartz 
ledge. They have arranged for the rep- 
resentation of tho mine by .John Dunlop, 
and will put in a mill — the first in the 
district— next year. The outlook for 
quartz mining in Lillooet is promising, as 
all the quartz assays well. 

Although a better grazing than an agri- 
cu tural country. Lillooets' farmers are 
doing well. They now grow the greater 
part of the wheat required for home con- 
sumption, and their flouring mills are 
running all the time. Before long it is 
expected that wheat will be grown for the 
Victoria market. Nature has dealt so 
liberally with the Lillooet people that 
they want little assistance from the Gov- 
ernment. A few desirable roads, one of 
them to the quartz mill, ami nothing 
more will be asked. The Government 
are now extending the old road up Gay- 
use Creek. 




SEIZURES WILL BE RESENTED. 

At Least Such Is the Opinion Expressed by 
Mr. Stavely Mill. 

Mr. Stavely Hill, Q.C., M 1'., who never 
lets slip an opportunity of expressing his 
very decided opinion on the Behriug's Sea 
question, hits been talking to a Montreal re- 
porter. This is the way he summarized tin 
difficulty, reserving his expression of opinion 
nu the situation until the time caino for 
him to state his views in the Commons : 

"I may say, generally, " he remarked, 
" that, so far as 1 can learn, England is go 
ing to take a strong stand ill this matter. 
Our position is a sound oue, not only as 
against tho seizures of the United States, 
hut as against the seizures of iho Hessians 
in hSSS. Yon will remember that tin 
Americans made seizures in ISSfl and KSS7, 
but in tho following year they made no 
seizures. The Alaska company, finding that 
they were not uphold by the United Stales, 
applied to the Russian iutendunt of tho 
Commander Island and, under his orders, 
the Araunah was seized. In 1882 the United 
Stales government resumed their policy ol 
1SS0-7. This year, however, they seem to 
have reverted to their policy of 1888, and

I believe that it is Brit- 
ain's intention, if other seizures are made, 
to resent those seizures."

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

Locally, money continues in good re- 
quest at 7 to 10 per cent, as to name and 
ate. According to late mail advices 
Canadian Pacific shares have experienced 
a decline in London, Grand Trunks be- 
ing flat with an inclination upwards. 
British Columbia Sixes have gone 
up one per cent, to 11!)A. Can- 
adian governmerts are steudy and 
Bank of British Columbia shares 
firm at IIS. Bank of Bri ish North 
America SO. 

Trade is fair in groceries and there is 
no complaint, either on the scoro of pay- 
ments or of the volume of trade. Sugars 
are linn at. previous rates, viz : 7c for yel- 
lows and 7l<i anil 8c for win e. Teas un- 
changed, as are also coffees, for which 
there is tho usual consumptive demand. 
Rice is very still". Flour is unchanged, 
but this being between seasons there is 
litlle disposition to buy fued in greater 
quantity than from hand to mouth. 

Fresh fruits and vegetables are rather 
dearer and in good demand, the former 
because of the demand at the East, which 
has had a very great effect on the Cali- 
fornia market. 

Iron and hardware are more or less in 
demand; but money is, in many quar- 
ters, almost us much sought after as 
orders. Builders' material is, as usual, 
tho leading staple. 

in naval stores there is a slow demand, 
stocks are well assorted as a rule, and 
prices are about the same. 

In dry goods there is but little doing at 
wholesale. The demand from the Eraser 
River district is exceedingly small even 
f ir the time of the year, because of the 
falling oil' in the salmon canning in ustry 
in which extremely little has so far been 
done. T'-ere is more demand than there 
has been for English woolen stud's; but cot- 
tons are comparatively inactive owing o 
the uncertainty of the situation as to 
Canadian made staples. Payments are 
poor. At the East there is increased 
business confidence, anil though there are 
no very heavy orders being taken a good 
sorting up trade is doing. 

There is comparatively little fish upon 
the market. Salmon and crab are the 
most plentiful, the former bringing 10c, 
thu latter selling at two, three and four 
for 25 cet ts.

Ilie acoouht whlnli Me, A. W. Smith, 
Al.P.P., gives of Lillooet shows thai it is 
a lino country, possessing varied re- 
sources, A country' in which cuttle can 
bo kept tho year round without beiljg 
housed and in which they can iiuti grass 

CiiiiUgli to keep tli«i« In good condition 

all winter must bo blessed tti»h a mild 
climate. It must also bo ill juirta, at any 
Tato, fertile. Tho fad Hint horses which 
are turned louse in tho unsettled districts 
grow wild and increase and multiply to 
such nn est 'tit that they become a pest 
and a nuisance says much for the fitness of 
tho country for settlement. Where herds 
of wild horses, numbering thousands, can 
find enough to live on cattle and sheep 
can bo kept. Cultivation would, nu 
doubt, greatly increase tho productive- 
ness of tho country, r.nd where cultiva- 
tion is not possible the natural products 
of tho soil can he put to a better use than 
affording subsistence to herds of wild 
horses that appear to be good for nothing. 

Tho Tal'eys of the Lillooet country can 
be made available for agriculture. How 
many there aro of them and what is their 
extont no one yet seems to know with, 
anything like certainty-, lint tho (lovem- 
menthas taken the proper means to make 
tho resources of Lillooet, as well as of other 
parts of ho country, better known. The 
exploring parties that are imw at work in 
tho different sections of the Province will 
do much towards letting tho world know 
whore the good land of British Columbia 
lies and what is its nature. The first step 
has been taken to make these lands avail- 
able for settlement. 

Tli e immigrant who intends to settle in 
this tine Province will beforo long bo abb' 
without leaving Victoria to find out where 
the agricultural land is, what is the 
quality i>f the Boil, and what the nature 
of the climate of the district in which it 
in situated. The ollicials of the (iovorn- 
mcnt will bo in a position to show him 
whore timber of tho different kinds is to be 
found. He will not be told that vigilant 
speculators have been ahead of him and 
secured the best tracts. Tho hind, what- 
ever its IV 'tre, is to l)e reserved for him 
and his r'.uid. The user of the laud, 
whether agricultural, grazing, timber or 
minor:'.!, is heioaftor to have the prefer- 
once. No one is to bu permitted to pur- 
chase land for no other purpose than to 
make a gain out of him, The lands in 
Lillooet and elsewhere will ho sold on 
favorable turns to the actual pettier nn<i 
improver, and no one will bo able to get, 
without fraud, a singlo acre for the pur- 
pose of mere speculate on. A knowledge 
of this fact makes Mr. Smith's descrip- 
tion of Lillooet peculiarly interesting. 
Whatever riches that part of the 
province contains are to bo reserved for 
tho poop'e. Tho man who developos 
the resource!) of Lillooot by his hard 
labor will be able to got all tho good it 
can yield. No one will be allowed to 
como between him and the Government 
to tako from him anything that ought to 
bo his. 

When tho good laud is found and 
surveyed, tho next stop will bo to make 
it accessible to the settlor. Roads will 
bo made and encouragement will be 
given to tho projectors and constructors 
of railways. Tlieso are tho steps of the 
Government's policy of hind reform — 
first, exploration and survey ; next, 
sale to settlers only ; third, opening up 
by highways and railroads, 

Wa brt'ieve that this policy will bo 
.followed by the happiest results. We 



a'o confident that when tho quant ty 
of land available for settlement is 
cmco found out and tho ad- 
vantage!! of soil, climate and situation of 
the different districts aro made known to 
those in other lands looking for homes in 
a now country, British Columbia will be- 
come a favori-o field for emigration, and 
that ovuy acre of land it contains capable 
of being used either for agricul ural or 
onttlo-raising purposes will bo taken up. 
Wo trust that other pioneers will, liko 
Mr. Smith, mako tho capabilities of the 
parts of the province in which they have 
B ettled known to tho outside wor ld. Ou r 

columns aro open to them nll._ lt__ia j^Jiu 

Interest of every one of its inhabitants in 
town and country to have this province 
better known abroad. 

UNNECES8AR Y VIOLENCE. 

The Nanaimo Freo Press renews its 
attacks on The Colonist. Reflection 
lias shown it that there was nothing in 
our leading article at which any sensible 
man could take offence. The expruBsii n 
to which it now takes exception appeared 
in a letter of i ne of our correspondents. 
We surely do not need to tell the editor 
of the Free Press that we aro not responsi- 
ble for the opinions expressed by our 
correspondents. That correspondent is 
one whom we esteem very highly, ami the 
Free Press will, perhaps, be pleased to 
know that ho is in ovcry respect as inde- 
pendent a man .as there is in British 
Columbia to-day. He has n:> connection 
that wo know of with tho Messrs. Dtins- 
niuir, and is as independent of them 
as they are of him. He, no doubt, be- 
lieved what Ip; said, but what grounds he 
had for the opinion ho expressed we have 
not the slightest idea. 

Our Nanaimo contemporary should not 
forget its good mainieis. The man who 
is uncivil and boorish does no harm 
whateVOl' to tho objects of his incivility 
and his boorishness, but he does adver- 
tise himself as an ill-bred follow ; and 
what is true of men is true of newspapers, 
Calling tho Colonist names and attribu- 
ting to it motives of which it can possibly 
know nothing is not calculated to increase 
tho respect of sensible men for the Free 
Press, We have said nothing to excite 
the h'e of either the Free Press or its 
patrons and it is very foolish aB well as 
very unmannerly for them to use un- 
seemly language. 

THE PATRIOTIC COURSE. 

The course which Mr. Gladstone litis 
taken with respect to the Government's 
policy on the Eastern African question is 
greatly to be admired. There was never 
a Liberal public man more bitterly op- 
posed by the Conservatives than is Mr. 
Gladstone. He had been once a Tory of 
the Tories. He left his party; he 
adopted principles and views which they 
considered unsound ; and now ho is t! e 
leader of a party whose principal object 
they believe to ho to break the Empire 
int.. fragments. The British Conser- 
vatives honestly believe that Home Rulo 
means disunion, and that granting self- 
government to Ireland is the first step 
towards the disruption of the Empire. 
It is not any wonder, therefore, that 
English Tories disliko Mr. Gladstone 
and that they oppose him with peculiar 
bitterness Mr. Gladstone knows this 
well. He knows that ho is hated and 
feared, not only as ndanaoroua politician, 
but as a destroyer of tint nation, of 
whoso greatness his opponents are 
so proud. He, of course, believes 
them to be mistaken and considers himself 
as true a patriot as the most ardent Tory 
that lives. ;. Ho feels that lie docs not 
deserve the odium that has been heaped 
upon him and the bitter hatred of which 
he is the object. But this consciousness 
of being misjudged and misunderstood 
does not make him hitter or factious. 

This was seen, the other day, when tho 
arrangement that had been made with 
Germany came to be considered by Par- 
liament. Thorn are very many in <ireitt. 
Britain who believe that Lur.l Salisbury 
has allowed himself to he bullied and out 
wit'ed in this East African business. He 
has taken, thoy say, as concessions from 
Germany, what of right belonged to Great 
Britain, and he has in return for these 
sham concessions in Afrcu surrendered 
one of (heat Britain's undoubted posses- 
sions in Europe, and one of very great 
value. Tho Government has accepted 
from Germany, they contend, territory 
which British travellers had explored and 
which Bri ish merchants hat! brought in 
contact with civilization, and haH given 
to Germany an island which had 
boon wo i by British valor and which 
might under some circumstances be of tho 
greatest use to Grout Britain. This is 
how some Conservatives, well acquainted 
with Af riot, speak of Lord Salisbury's 
African bargain. 

Mr. Gladstone knew all tint and he 
knew that if ho opposed the arrangement 
ho would mako somo capital against the 
Government in Parliament and in the 
country. But he is more than a mere 
politician. The good of tho country is 
more to him than a triumph of his party, 
and ho does not attempt to deprive Lord 
Salisbury of tho credit ho deserves for 
doing what ho (Gladstone) believes to bo 
right. The Leader of tho Opposition 
was convinced tha". tho African settle- 
ment was a good one, and he, in his place 
in Parliament, supportod the Leader 



of the Government who had made it. 
Ho mado a speech in favor of the course 
which tho Government had taken, and 
commondod Lord Salisbury for what he 
had dono. A smaller minded man 
would havo seized with avidity tho op- 
portunity of throwing discredit on his 
rival, and of doing an injury to the party 
which lost no op p rtunity of placing him 
in an unfavorable light befi.ro the 
country. But Mr. Gladstone did what 
he conceived to bu his duty without wait- 
ing to consider what either his friends i r 
his opponent? would think or say about 
the stand ho took. It i3 not often that 
such magnanimity is seen in the Parlia- 
ment of, this Dominion. The principle 
upon which Canadian politicians act is 
oxpressod in the phrase: " It is tho busi- 
ness of tho Opposition to oppose." 

TEE CENTRAL AMERICAN 
TROUBLE. 

Burners of wars como to us from Cen- 
tral America. No one is under the 
! least obligation to believe what he soos 
.about tho Central American wats and 
revolutions in the telegraphic repot ts. 
Tho telegraphic liar is we grieve to say 
ubiquitous. Ho revels in the sensational 
and ho rejoices when he can give rein to 
his imagination without danger of being 
crushed by the weight of col t undeniable 
truth. The belligernts are not famous 
for 1 heir regard for truth at the best of 
times, and now, when some of them have 
an objee - in lying, i' would hardly la- 
wise to place too much reliance on what 
any of them telegraphed from the seat of 
war. There is ■ his added gr und of scep- 
ticism,— no one knows which telegrams 
QOtnO from Central America and which 
aro mam^ tt0ture d m New York and 
other news centred. 

That there is a row hi San Salvador 
and that Guatemala and San Salvador 
havo fought or are on tho point of light- 
ing is pretty much all that ia known with 
certainty about this Cent al American 
disturbance. It is really a tempest in a 
teapot. All the republics are very small 
concerns from a national point of view, 
and their "battles" are not likely to he 
very serious contests. The population of 
the whole five republics does not amount 
to quito three millions. The war is 
pretty much as if Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick, and Prince Edward Island, under- 
took to hector Nova Scotia into joining a 
confederation of the Maritime provinces. 

The Union was, it appears, very nearly 
elected when tho President f San Sal- 
vador was murdered —some say by poison 
and sonic say by cold lead. The particulars 
of the assassination have not yet been 
divulged. After the murder General 
E/.eta became dictator. He, it appears, 
is averse to union. Then Guatemala in- 
terfere 1 to bring matters back t., the 
position they were in before the Presi- 
dent of San Salvador was murdered. 
Whether i' needed any very effective aid 
from Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica does not very clearly appear. 
But we are inclined to behove that 
these republics have remained neutral, 
waiting perhaps to see the result of tho 
squabble between San Salvador and 
Guatemala. According to till accounts 
San Salvador, though the weaker coun- 
try, has, so far, had the best of it.

A 1'inctlciil Binder, 
It is not at nil unlikoly that a practical 
itraw binder lms been invented. It will bo 
remembered that during the binder twine 
hullabaloo the. Illinois State Orange oirored 
a cosh prize ot $10,000 for any invention 
which would successfully bind grain with 
itraw. A number of devices have boon sub- 
mitted to a committee of the grunge, and a 
(nil-sized working model of the ouu which 
offered the most promise was submitted to 
them. This, the committee, after a tho- 
rough trial, accepted, and say in their report 
upon the test in actual harvest work: "Thi 
binder seems perfect in all parts, more sim- 
ple, and easier to operate than the twine 
binder. The kuotter is not as delicate in con- 
struction, yet does not take up more ro< 
and is not as heavy as the t wine binder. Wo 
consider this a matter of great importance 
tj all grain raising farmers, for they will not 
hereafter be subject to the trusts and com 
biuations of tbo twine men, having plenty 
of binding material right at hand on til 
farm. The patentee, arranged to bring out 
his machine in February, 1800, and will enter 
the grain Held of the Southern .States, thence 
' following the harvest north." The patentee, 
however, rofuses to accept the $10,000 offer- 
ed, and undoubtedly lias a much better 
thing if the device is all that is claimed for it. 
It is estimated that at the price which pre- 
vailed last year for binding twine that a- 
straw binder would have saved tin? farmers 
in Manitoba aloue, over $300,000.— Farm 
Implements, 

Warning Against Sowing Clover Seed. 

Prof. W. ,1. Beal, of the Michigan Experi- 
ment .Station, Department of Botany and 
Forestry, has issued a small bulletin, warn 
ing farmers against sowing clover seed con 
taining the seed of rib-grass or narrow-leaved 
plantain. They spring up everywhere, and 
tne fanner wonders ouero they come from, 
when the chances are that he introduced them 
when be sowed his clover seed. Rib-grass is 
becoming common in clover seed, and while 
it is not the worst of weeds and nearly all 
kinds of stock eat it freely, it is dually per- 
mitted to send up its stalk and seed, and as 
its leaves grow low ami spreading, they 
crowd out the grass and other plants. The 
seeds are brown and shining, oblong in shape 
and concave on both sides. The plant is a 
native of Europe, and Is not unfrequently 
recommended in Great Britain as one of the 
plants suitable for permanent pasture. How- 
ever, it is not deemed a desirable plant to 
cultivate in this country, and fanners ore 
warned to bo careful to examine their clover 
seed before buying, as it is very difficult to 
separate the two seeds. 

Hom y Making. 
It is well known that, while the bees pro- 
duce some physiological changes in the nec- 
tar which they gather, the character of the 
honey depends largely upon the character of 
the plant from which the nectar is gathered. 
If any one plant greatly predominates in the 
production of the nectar it gives to the honey 
a correspondingly special character and colors 
Clover, basswood, buckwheat, etc., give a 
strongly marked quality. Clover honey is 
clear but possesses a peculiar tang or smarty 
taste; buckwheat produces n brownish hue 
and a rather strong characteristic taste; bass- 
wood makes n clear, heavy-bodied honey, of 
very mild flavor, and is generally c instdered 
the best of all; and opple-blossonis produce a 
light, amber-colored honey, of mild flavor, 
but not quite equal to bass wood. Then there 
is honey so compounded of tbo nectar from 
myriad kinds of flowers thai no one can dis- 
tinguish the odor or flavor of any of them. 
But it is certain that good honey depends on 
the bees having access to the flowers of good 
honey plants.

Liability to damage by Are from steam 
threshers will be greatly lessened by the 
adoption of the rope and jack arrangement 
lor transmitting power from a distance. Ex- 
periments show satisfactory results with the 
engine working three hundred feet from the 
barn. 

The low prices of grain make it now nearly 
everywhere as cheap food as hay, and usually 
cheaper than straw. The coarser feeds are 
needed to supply requisite bulk and disten- 
tion of the stomach, but for nutriment they 
cannot compete with grain. Cotton-seed 
meal and linseed meal are now unusually 
cheap, and should bo Used as much as pos- 
sible to make rich manure. 

Wnonover ground that is heavily covered 
■with green growth is plowed under, it will 
pay to broadcast at least ten bushels of lime 
par acre over the groaud. Lime assists in 
decomposing the plants that are turned 
under, and acts on t he soil in a manner to 
induce it to yield up a greater proportion of 
nutrition for the support of the next crop. 

Applications at the Department of Agri- 
culture, at. Ottawa, for two-rowed barley 
have been numerous, and the entire Importa- 
tion will likely have been shipped ell' to 
farmers in various sections by thi-, time. 
With proper care In cultivation, and favour- 
able weather for harvesting, there does not 
seem to bo any good reason why wo cannot 
furnish a suitable grain for the Brit ish mar. 
kets.

Away from homo, how iff Drought in 
Morocco, disappointing harvest return ; and 
great losses to herds from pleuro, etc., in Aus- 
tralia, onions a failure in Bermuda, crops 
gone in South Russia and so on. Something 
wrong everywhere, and yet a dollar goos 
farther in the purchase or necessaries than nt 
auy time this fifty years back.
